Trade 
 
During the month of June 2003, Burma exported 100,893 metric tons of beans and pulses 
with no exports of beans and pulses via border trade. Black Matpe comprised 34 percent, 
Toor Whole (pigeon pea) 25 percent and Mung beans 13 percent of total beans and pulses 
export.  The major destination was India who took 82 percent of total exports. There was an 
increase of 16 percent in June exports compared to the same month last year.

Domestic market situation 
  
Beans and pulse prices remained depressed in June due to weak export demand. Burmese 
bean traders procure 60-90 days ahead of expected shipments. June export sales rebounded 
sharply from May, but sales for the CY 2003 remain off last year’s pace. Most of the sales 
were made with deferred payments.  It is a buyer’s market and due to weakened demand 
from India, prices have fallen.
